EVIL  AND  GOOD.

”  Depart  from  evil  and  do  g<>od.”-»-David. 

If  a  few  njotneitfs  are  spent  in  conien.plation  of 
the  sitnaiion  wliicli  the  Psalmist  of  Israel  sustain-  j 
ed,  there  will  be  di-scovered  the  propriety  of  the  in- 1 
junction  which  appears  in  ili^e  langnage  which  has! 
been  selected  as  a  motto  for  these  remarks.  He; 
was  a  man  of  age — many  years  had  rolled  over  his 
lieaJ,  and  his  advice  comes  to  us,  as  from  the  voice 
of  experience,  and  consetiuently  his  words  should 
claim  the  attention  of  mankind  to  a  greater  extent, 
than  would  be  nece.ssary,  were  they  the  product  of  i 
some  fleeting  and  visionary  imagination.  i 

But  why  did  he  set  forth  the  nece.ssity  of  de|>art- 1 
ing  from  evil?  Because,  like  all  other  men,  he 
had  his.faults,  and  often  did  these  subject  him  to' 
DO  little  difliculty.  Although  he  was  anointed  by  ' 
the  prophet  when  hut  a  child,  as  it  were,  and  call-  { 
ed  to  stand  at  the  head  of  a  nation  in  his  youth,  yet 
it  must  not  be  inferred  from  this,  that  his  mind  was  |i 
free  from  those  passions  which  exist  within  every  j 
man,  and  which  are  so  liable  to  lead  their  possessor  | 
astray ;  for  at  tme  time  we  find  the  prophet  before  j 
him,  portraying  his  inicpiity  in  sucli  a  manner,  that 
he  is  forced  to  acknowledge  hiir.self  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor.  That  ortence  brought  around  his  mind 
the  horrors  of  a  guilty  conscience,  and  undoubtedly 
the  knowledge  which  he  gained  from  this  season  of 
experience,  served  to  actuate  his  mind,  wlien  he 
warned  others  to  depart  front  evil.  And  not  only 
have  we  the  language  of  this  man,  warning  us  to 
ihuD  the  pit-falls  of  itii(|uity,  but  the  world  is  spread 
out  before  us  like  a  map.  and,  if  so  disposed,  from 
the  complexion  thereof,  mankind  may  be  mateii- 
ally  benefit  ted. 

One  may  go  out  and  w'itncss  the  amount  of  hap¬ 
piness,  ^experienced  by  tlie  wicked  man,  and  then 
by  him  of  integrity  and  uprightness,  and  chtxise  be-  i 
tween  the  two.  But  in  making  that  choice,  he 
should  not  place  loo  much  dependence  upon  worldly 
appearances;  for  if  so,  his  judgment  will  bo  erro¬ 
neous.  Many  suppose  that  a  man’s  happinesscon- 
eists  in  the  amount  of  his  earthly  possessions  ;  but 
IS  It  so?  I  have  seen  a  tnan  come  forth  upon  tlie 
stage  of  action,  ami  employ  his  powers  in  pursuit 
of  wealth — fortune  smiled  upon  him  at  morning, 
at  noon,  and  at  evening— every  eflort  which  he 
made,  was  crowned  with  the  greatest  sucoqss— sil¬ 
ver  sparkled  in  his  pathway,  and  the  shining  gold 
bedecked  his  career ;  and  s  et,  the  lowest  mendi¬ 
cant  that  ever  begeed  his  bread  from  door  to  door, 
WMin  possession  of  more  happiness  than  he,  not- 
>t^ithataodiDg  his  extensive  wealth.  Thousands

3.  Resolved,  That  the  report  of  members  of  the  com' 
inittee  appointed  to  drafl  a  system  of  organization  and 
discipline,  presented  at  this  session,  be  accepted  and

5.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  bo  appointed 
to  examine  the  code  of  rules  which  govern  tliis  body, 
during  its  annual  session.^,  and,  if  they  deem  it  neces.sa- 
ry,  to  amend,  revise,  and  enlarge  the  same,  and  make  a 
report  to  the  next  regular  session  of  this  Convention 
Also,  that  said  code  of  regulations,  if  approved  by  this 
body,  sh’ill  be  published  iu  pamphlet  or  some  other  form, 
for  the  use  of  members  and  the  convenience  of  other 
ecclesiastical  bod ic.s,  belonging  to  our  older,  who  may 
wish  to  nse  il,  as  a  basis.  [Appointed  Drs.  R.  O.  Wil¬ 
liams,  L.  C.  Browne  and  A.  A.  Folsom,  said  committee.] 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be 
tendered  to  the  Universalist  Society  in  Providence,  for 
their  lihcrality  .ind  kindness  in  the  entertainment  afifor- 
ded :  also  to  the  Unitarian  Society  worshipping  in  VV’est 
minster  church  for  their  courtesy  in  opening  their  house 
of  worship  fur  onr  religions  exercises:  and  also  to  the 
choirs  of  both  societies  for  their  services  on  the  occasion. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  be  tendered 
to  the  Moderator,  for  the  able  and  satisfactory  manner, 
in  which  he  discharged  his  duties. 

8.  Whereas  this  Convention  believe  that  the  Temper¬ 
ance  Reform  is  a  great  moral  movement,  sanctioned  by 
the  spirit  of  onr  holy  religion,  and  worthy  of  the  conn- 
tenanoe,  approbation  and  assistance  of  religious  a.ssooi- 
atlons  and  ecclesiastical  bodies;  and 

Whereas  thn  use  of  alcoholic  wines,  at  the  cUnimiiiy 
ion,  is  believed,  by  many  friends  of  temperance,  to  retard 
the  cause  which  they  are  earnestly  laboring  to  promote, 
therefore, 

Ruoleed,  That  this  Convention  recommend  to  the 
several  churches,  in  the  Universalist  denomination,  to 
consider  the  expediency  and  practicability  of  snhstiui- 
ting  some  other  emblem,  in  place  of  those  wines  which 
contain  the  intoxicating  quality. 

4.  Appointed  Br.  L.  C.  Browne,  to  prepare  and  pub¬ 
lish  the  minutes  of  this  session,  in  onr  religious  periodi¬ 
cals,  accompanied  with  such  remarks  as  ho  may  deem 
proper.
